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UNSOUND BASES IN GAS RATES. 


Old Gen. Andrew Hickenlooper of the Cincinnati | 
Gas Co. used to have a formula which made the price | 
of gas in large cities wholly independent of the price 
of coal and of distance from the coal fields and of 
amounts paid in freight. : 

For, as he used to explain, in cities where the gas_ 
company has to pay a high price for coal plus} 
freight, it will receive a-corresponding high price for | 
its coke'and other by-products. Often, for its coke | 
peddiled out at retail and other by-products, it men 
even receive even more than it paid at wholesale for | 
the ton of coal from which those products were made, | 
enabling coal cost virtually to be eliminated from | 
the gas-making equation and leaving the receipts) 
from gas as velvet, less costs of distribution, leakage | 
and overhead. | 

But of course this formula is entirely upset and/| 
rendered inapplicable in a situation in which a ras | 
company is disclosed as ignoring market conditions, | 
making contracts for future-delivery coal at exorbi- | 
tant rates and disturbing the natural balance between | 
gas coal and by-products. For regulatory authorities | 
to take cognizance of such irrational and disadvan-| 
tageous contracts is not only to impose great injus-| 
tice on gas consumers, but to inaugurate a grave de-| 
parture that fairly may be said to be against public 
policy and public morals. 

For, with such a basis once approved in rate mak- 
ing, how long would it be before gas companies) 
would be making, deliberately and purposely, disad-| 
vantageous coal contracts with a view to obtaining a| 
higher price for their gas? The dishonesty of it! 
would be no greater than that involved in insisting 
that fictitious flotations of capital shall be consid- | 
ered in price fixing.

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THE PROGRESS OF THE LEAGUE. 


Two important decisions have been reached by 
the League of Nations. One is the adoption of the 
scheme for an international court and the other is a' 
tentative plan for disarmament. : 

The court scheme was adopted as framed by the) 
commission, which included Elihu Root, except that! 
its jurisdiction is voluntary instead of obligatory. Ot! 
course, this amendment is a loss to the effectiveness 
of the court, but obligatory jurisdiction might provea 
stumbling block to its acceptance by the nations. Na- 
tional sentiment may not yet be ready for a surrender 
of jurisdiction over disputes to an _ international 
court. Opportunity, however, is provided for the vol- 
untary acceptance of its jurisdiction by all the na-) 
tions, and there is reason to believe that sentiment 
will ripen into a ready acceptance of its jurisdiction 
in all justiciable questions. 

Another weakness of the court is the lack of pen- 
alties, but, as M. Bourgeois argued, its work will be 
efficacious. The judgment of the court, supported by | 
the opinion of the world, will have potency—a po-. 
tency which will increase with the growth of senti-| 
ment in favor of international equity and peace. | 

The disarmament plan contemplates slow progress | 
until the public mind of the nations is prepared to! 
accept disarmament, and the efficacy of a

From Haiti came a fruitful and wise suggestion. 
M. Doret, the Haitian delegate, proposed an amend- 
ment providing that the Council of the League or- 
ganize a propaganda for “disarmament minds” by ed-| 
ucating the youths of the civilized world to think in| 
terms of international fair dealing and peace. 

The fundamental condition necessary to the success | 
of the League of Nations is a league of peoples! 
founded in the hearts of individuals in all the nations, | 
making for justice and peace and co-operation be-| 
tween nations. The enlightenment of the individual | 
and the changing of his thought is the first essential | 
to peace. As Tolstoi remarked, a million years are’ 
of no greater value than one. So the individual units; 
of the people must be redeemed in order to redeem 
the multitude. The thought and desire for peace and 
the understanding and acceptance of the processes of 
law and peace are the only sure foundations of a 
league of peace. 

The organization of the league and its efficient 
working greatly contributes to the education of the 
masses, but beyond this there is need in every 
country of a wisely directed campaign of education. 
The changing of the thought of the peoples is mel 
one thing needful.

| DEFENSE. OF LENINE. 
| MAXIM GORKY itn the Liberator. 
LADIMIR ILYITCH LENINE appears to me 
a source of energy so powerful that without 
|his dynamic influence the Russian revolution 
could not have taken the form it actually has tak- 
‘en. I say this in spite of my belief in a theory of 
‘human history which asigns to the individual an 
| insignificant role in the great process of cultural 
development. To Lenine’s will, history has given - 
the terrible task of digging up from the bottom ! i 
this desultory, misbuilt, slothfyul semi-human ant 
‘hill which we call Russia. But to me it seems that 
the significance of Lenine as the initiator of social 
change in Russia is of less moment than his im- 
' portance as a world revolutionary. The terrific 
energy of his will, the impact of which is re- 
'molding Russia, goes farther; it is a tireless bat- 
tering ram under whose blows the monumental 
' architecture of the capitalist states of the West, 
'and the ancient piles of those execrable despotic 
empires of the East, are already staggering to 
their downfall. I think now, as I thought two 
years ago, when I opposed Lenine, that to him 
Russia is only the first material to hand itn a 
gigantic social experiment conceived on a plan4 
'etary scale. In the face of this idea I was over- 
whelmed by a sentiment of pity for the Russian 
/ people, the victims as it seemed to me of this 
experiment, and I was indignant against the ex- 
| perimenter. But since then, observing the course 
of events in the Russian revolution, seeing its 
revolutionary effects broaden and deepen, I have 
realized that it is actually awakening and organ- 
izing more and more effectively such forces as are 
really capable of destroying the foundationg of 
capitalism. I now feel that if Russia is destined 
to serve as an object of social experiment, it would 
| be wrong to blame the man whose endeavor it is 
| to hasten the progress of this social experiment by 
' transforming the potential energy of the working 
| masses of Russia into effective, kinetic energy. 


| MOVING PLYMOUTH ROCK. 
_ Prom the New York Herald. 
1 YMOUTH Rock is to be moved again, fow ' 
the rourth time in its history. The contract 
has been let for taking it back to its original 
position on the great granite base on the shoro 
‘level, which is seven feet below the present site.
